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1. Theres ig a small military sirport at Blyuk-Onlar (45918'N, 34°08"), 
Crimea. In 1947, informant observed about 30 planes on the field, con= 
sisting of IL single-engine bonberg and MIG and LAG fighters. 


2. A&¢ Sarabuz, a station on the Sevastovol-Moscow railway, about 13 in from 
Simferopol, is the largest airfield in the Crimes. Gonstruction of the 
field began in 1937. The airfield, located akout 300-400 meters from the 
station, ig about & km x 4 km, is surrounded by barbed wire, and ia guarded 
by nevel unite although i¢ 1s an army airfield. A military camp at the edge 
of the field, consisting of 20-30 bullding not of barracks type, houses the 
flying personnel and families. An unspecified number of runways are paved 

with asphalt, but the rest of the field consists of hard ground. Informant 
25X1X6 estimates that some 300400 planes ) ave kop’ in underground 
 khengars. Only 50-60 camouflaged plenes were observed azove ground in March 
* 1947. All workshops and fuel storage facilities are underground. In 1947, 
single-engine IL-2 bombers, YAK fightare, MIG fighters, LAG fighters, and 
and American Bostens and Cobras arrived at this field in boxes, were assemaled 
there, and were flown to other airfielis. 


3. Another airfield on the Sevastopol-HMoacow railway is located 40 kms fron 
Sarabuz toward Moscow and 9 lo from the Kurman-Xemelchi atasion. Euilt in 
1933 wy prisoners, it ig known to informant only as Construction No. 39. It 

4s located on a prairie wost of the railwa and is connected by gravel 
highway with the Knrman-Kemelehi station. ‘[% is a large airports but is 
smaller than the one at Sarabug, All inst. lationa are undergrousd: there 
are no Buildinga whatsoever akove grou. aforman’ states definitely that the 
hangara are actually unlereround, net beilt into the sides of hillg. One or 
more runways of asphalt or conerete bogin at the en$srance or entrances of the 
hengers. The runvays are long enongh so that planes can reach take-off spoed 
while coming out of the hangars.* The slope from the hangar to the field is 
gradual . 
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Bighteea kilometers from Baku, in the Villiage of Kirovek, there is a large 
military airport capable of holding 300 to 400 planes ° 

The field 1a located on the left side as one goes from Moscow to Bala by rail. 
It is akout 4& ka x 4 lo. On the left side of the field is a factory for the 
production of fighter planes. About one regiment of infentry was stationed, 
as a permanent garrigon at the field in 1947 and there were many pllots there. 
Most of the planes were in ¢he open in 1947, but at the far end of the field 
were five or six buildings covered with oileloth which nay have becn hangars. 
There are mountains on the northern side of the field, about 2 las from the 
field, in front of which are some hills. No trees surround the field. Only 
light bombers laniled at the field in 1947. The field has no special runways. 
The ground ie more or less white and is believed to ve of lime origin: 16 is 
not softened by raln. Fuel storage tanks, some 12 meters in diameter and 
others 21x or eight meters in dieneter, are half-covered with eerth and painted 
white. Ammunition stores, some made of stone and concrete and othors of wood, 
are located in the southern part of Baku; few or none are located near the 
airfield, 


Comment; Informant also speake of one straight runway about 
300 meters long. In viev of th» shortness, 16 12 possible that what he 
refers to ag a runwey may be only an apron or taxd strip.) 
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
